Public Notice No. 2<i-ETC(FN)/78 
New Delhi, the 10th May, 1978 

Subject :—Export of Wild Life and Wild Life Products. 

Plunls/Orehjdcs etc.—Policy 

F, No. 25(l)/77-EII.—Attention is invited to the S. 
No. 1 and S. No 8(xii) of Part A and S. No. 4 and 
24(vii) of Part ‘FT of the Schedule to Exports (Control) 
Order, 1977, as amended by Exports (Control) Order 
No. E(C)0, 1977/AM(5f>) dated the 10th May, 1978, 
published in the Gazette of Tudia Extraordinary. 

2. On review of the situation it has been decided by the 
Government that export of the items listed in Part ‘A’, 
appearing at S. No. 1 and S. No. 8(\ii) of Schedule I 
to the Exports (Control) Older, 1977, will be completely 
banned. 

3. The export of items listed in Part ‘B’ of Schedule f, 
appearing at S. No. 4(i) and S. No. 24(vii)(a)(b) will he 
permitted by four major port licensing authorities at 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras and New Delhi only. Export 
in future will, therefore, be allowed on production of a 
valid certificate of legal procurement by all categories of 
exporters including new comers. The linls of Registered 
Exporters of Wild Life and Wi'd Life Products drawn 
earlier after July, 1973, have accordingly been withdrawn. 
The export of items will be allowed subject to the condi¬ 
tion, if any, indicated against a particular item. 


4. The export of species of Wild Life (dead or alive 
or part thereof or produce therefrom except raw skins and 
hide) ns appearing in Part ‘B’ of Schedule I, will be 
allowed only on production of a valid certificate issued by 
the Chief Wild Life Warden of the State concci ned or 
by the Chief Conservator of Forest of those states where 
the Chief Wild Life Warden has not been appointed or 
the officer who may be authorised by the State Govern¬ 
ment to issue Wild Animals Dealers/Manufactmers 
Licences under the Wild Life (Protection) Act, 1972, to 
the effect that the Wild Life and their products such as 
skins and feather etc. tendered for export have been 
procured through legal means. Export of raw skins and 
hide will not be allowed. 

5. Saussurea Lappa roots and Dioscorea deltoidea wall 
Kunth and Dioscorea Dprozeri tuber appearing at S. 
No. 24(vliXa) 19, 15 and 16 of Part ‘B’ of Schedule I. 
may be permitted for export on production of a certificate 
from the concerned Chief Conservator of Forest or the 
officer authorised by them that the material is of planta¬ 
tion origin, However, export of Saussurea Lappa and D. 
deltoidea are in addition, regulated as per provision of 
the Convention on International Trade in Endangered 
Species of Wild Fauna and Flora. 

6. Nepenthes Khasinna Hook f. appearing al S. 
No. 24(vii)(a)(17) of Part ‘B’ of Schedule T, may be per¬ 
mitted for export as only single leaf with pitcher. 

7. Orchids appearing at S. No, 24(vii)(b) of Part 'B’ of 
Schedule I, cultivated or of neusery origin will be permitted 
for export on production of a certificate from the Chief 
Conservator of Forests or the officer authorised by ihem 
that the material is of cultivated or nursery origin and in 
keeping with Ihe provisions of the Convention on Inter¬ 
national Trade in endangered species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora. 

8 Pioccsscd Rauwolfin appears at S. No. 24(vii)(a)I8 
is however, permitted for export on production of a 
certificate from the concerned Chief Conservator of 
Forests or the officer authorised by them that the nvileti.il 
of plantation origin. 

9. The exporters shall he required to submit a tegular 
application in the prescribed form clearly indicating 
quantity, va'ue and destinations in respect of each items 
and export will be allowed on the basis of export licences 
issued bv the above-mentioned licensing authorities. 

10. After the shipment is effected, each licence holder 
shall intimate to the licensing authority which issued the 
export licence, details of the shipments actually effected 
indicating interalia item, quantity, value and destination. 
Failure to company with this condition will entail penal 
action under law including debarment of the person con¬ 
cerned, 

11. The Export of items not included in any of 1b.e 
Parts ‘A’ and ‘B’ of Schedule I to the Exports (Control! 
Order, 1977, will be allowed on decontrolled basis with¬ 
out any licensing formalities.
